The form of transfer was simple, 


consisting only of an exchange of 
speci hes in the salon of the palace, 
the hauling down of the Spanish nag 
and the raising in its stead of the flag 
of tae United Slates on the flagstaff on 
the palace 
roof. 
Salutes were fired 


from the heavy guns of the forts and 
the warships before and after tha 
change cf flags. Tho raising of the 
stars and stripes was greeted with 
cheers by the people, «ho covered the 
roofs of the buildings around the pal- 
ace and tbe pl,u<L 


No crowd was permitted to gather 


m the streets iti the vklnity of tbe pal- 
ace to vnaft!, ihe epoch-making func- 
tion. Tiie following brief cablegrams, 
conveying information of the nanst'er 
of Spanish soveieignfy in Cuba to the 
Americans and of the raising of the 
United Btatss flag, were sent to the 
president aaj stjcretary of war:

nals of distress. She proved to be the 
British tank steamer Vindobala, Cap- 


, tain Clarke, from Rouen, France, Dec. 
| 15, for Philadelphia, in ballast She 
showed the signal letters, "Must aban- 
don vessel." A lifeboat was launched 
in charge of Chief Officer Bradshaw 
Fouith Officer Webb and eight sea- 
men. A dangerous sea was running 
at the time and it was impossible to 
get the boat alongside the Vindobala. 
The Vindobala's crevr weie fastened 
to lines thrown to the boat and haulc-d 
on board. The ship's carpenter let go 
of tbe hue fastened to him and was 
lost. It took two and a half hours to 
rescue the men. 


The Vindobala sprang aleak on Dec. 


22. On Monday morning, Dec. 20, a 
steamer parsed and paid no attention 
to four rockets sent up. During thit 
night the steamer made seven feet of 
water, putting out all the tires. On the 
27th the Paris bore down to the rescue 
of the vessel.
